“Get out of 
here. Go home and tell my 
m other not to com e.” 
In the next few 
fra n tic 
seconds, bullets spewed from 
the gun’s barrel. Four men fell 
dead to the floor. A police car 
screeched to a halt outside. 
Shouted w arn in g s, a n o th e r 
burst of gunfire, and now a 
patrolm an was dead. 
Five persons, three of them 
policemen, were wounded. 
Nearly seven hours 
later, 


Cowan, a twice court-m artialed 
Army 
veteran 
who 
idolized 
Adolf Hitler, who had sw astikas 
tattooed on his arm s, collected 
Nazi souvenirs and often said 
he “ hated blacks and Jew s,” 
put a 45-caliber pistol to his 
head and ended his own life.

As he left the building, 
Cowles said, he saw Patrolm an 
Allan McLeod drive into the 
parking lot. 
“We shouted at him not to 
come in,” Cowles said. “ As he 
was walking up the steps we 
heard a shot and saw him fall.” 
McLeod, the father of two 
children aged 1 and 6, lay in the 
driveway for two hours before 
police were able to pull his body 
from the g u n m a n ’s ran g e, 
using an arm ored personnel 
carrier 
The three injured patrolm en 
lay nearby, each pinned down 
by gunfire until they, too, were 
rescued two hours later. 
Scores of heavily arm e d 
police from nearby com m uni­ 
ties 
and 
New 
York 
City 
surrounded 
the 
w arehouse 
complex, experts in hostage 
negotiations were called, and 
Cowan’s m other, father and

apologized for “causing the city 


so much trouble.” 
At 2:40 p.m ., while hiding 
behind a m akeshift barricade 
in a vice president’s office on

Cowan apparently put the pistol 
to his temple and fired. At the 
time, police did not know if he 
had any hostages; he had none. 


At 6 p.m., they broke into the 
office and found his body. Rigor 
m ortis had already set in.

Fraternal Order of Police 
President John Mandopolous 
said the city had enough money 
to fund the hikes and said the 
police may join the walkout

Advertising Executive 
Held In 50 Assaults 


DALLAS (U PI) - The first 
report came in October of 1974: 
A young, single woman was 
raped by a man wearing a 
pillow case over his head. He 
held a knife at her throat, tied 
her to her bed and attacked her. 
Then, before leaving, he* 
apologized. 
In the 18 months since there 
have been 50 more attacks, 
each rape similar to the first. 
But police hope with the arrest 
of a public relations executive 
Monday, 
the case of 
the 
“ friendly rapist” is closed. 
“ He was kind of polite about 
the rapes.” a police spokesman 
said. “ He told his victims he 
didn't want to hurt them and 
never has hurt one of them, 
other than raping them. 
“ He hasn't beat or killed 
them.” 
Police identified the suspect 
as Guy William Marble Jr., the 
29-year-old vice president-busi- 
ness manager of Public Rela­ 
tions Advisors, 
Inc. 
Fellow 
workers said he most recently 
had been an adviser on the 
statewide media campaign of 
the Baptist General Convention 
of Texas. 
By late Monday Marble had 
been charged with five rapes 
with bonds of $250,000 on each 
count. 
Officials said his fingerprints 
matched those taken from the 
apartments of at least 20 vic­ 


tims of the “ friendly rapist.” 
For several months police 
said they had been analyzing 
the crimes, trying to predict 
where the assailant would 
strike 
next. They said for 
several weeks they had been 
stAkihg oCft VarioCis apartment 
'cord plexus' 
Sunday night and on into 
Monday morning they staked 
out The Season’s, a complex of 
about three hundred apart­ 
ments. A plainclothes officer 
said at about 1:10 a.m. Monday 
he noticed a man in a jogging 
sw eatshirt and jeans walking in 
front of the apartment com­ 
plex, looking into windows from 
the street 
The officer said he ap­ 
proached the man and asked 
him for identification. The man 
fled, but the officer ran him 
down after a brief chase 
Police said Marble is married 
and has one child 
At one time Marble was a 
police reporter with a Lubbock 
newspaper and police said what 
he may have learned of police 
tactics as a reporter may have 
helped him evade officers for 
the past several months. 
Persons at the newspaper 
who remembered Marble said 
he had worked there for about 
six months in 1971. 
They 
described 
him 
as 
“ friendly and good at 
his

Closer Relations Pledged 
By Carter, Mexican Leader 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
— 
President Carter and visiting 
Mexican President Jose Lopez 
Portillo, who apparently hit it 
off well in their first encoun­ 
ters, were wrapping up their 
talks today with a promise of 
closer relations between the 
two neighbors. 
Carter’s first state visitor 
was to pay a farewell call this 
morning, with a substantive 
statement issued afterwards. 
The President also arranged 
a meeting with former Defense 
Secretary Clark Clifford who is 
departing on 
a 
fact-finding 
mission to seek a solution to the 
Cyprus dispute. 
So far the Carter and Lopez 
have publicly discussed only 
their shared goals. 
In a toast at the state dinner 
honoring Lopez Monday night, 
Carter said “ our sharing of 
history and our sharing of a 
common purpose has always 
bound us together.” 
Then in a lighter vein, the 
Georgian President told his 
guest of honor ‘The Mexican 
people know 
,what 
Yankee 
imperialism means, and being 
from Georgia ... I have also 
heard the same phrase used.” 
"But we also share the 
realization that this is a time of 
ancient history, and equality of 
opportunity within our own 
nation in recent decades is the 
same sort of spirit that exists 
among the nations in our 
hemisphere," he said. 
Speaking in Spanish, Carter 
quoted an old Mexican saying: 
“ Poor Mexico. So distant from 
God. so close to the United 
States.” 
In turn, Lopez said that with a 
man of Carter’s nature “ the 
role of the United States in the 
history of humanity will be 
outstanding and exemplary.” 
The President bore down this 
week on proposals for amend­ 
ing the Ford 1978 fiscal year 
budget which he must submit to 
Congress by Feb 21. 
At a Cabinet meeting Mon­ 
day, Carter told members he 
would listen to their appeals for 
budget changes over the next 
two days, but warned that in­ 
creasing the spending outlay is 
“ something I just can't do.” 
Two members told him their 
department 
budgets 
were 
inadequate. 
“ We are a starved depart­ 


ment,” said Housing and Urban 
Development Secretary P a ­ 
tricia Roberts Harris. 
Health, Eduucation and Wel­ 
fare Secretary Joseph Califano 
Jr. also complained that the 
Ford budget was $4 billion 
below the level required to 
maintain present services. 
There is only so much 
deficit that we can accom­ 
modate, so I don’t want to get 
your hopes up,” Carter replied. 
In other developments, the 
President will resume his drop- 
in, get-acquainted sessions at 
government departments Wed­ 
nesday, starting at Agriculture. 
So far, government workers in 
Labor, Commerce, Treasury 
and HUD have gotten personal 
pep talks in his visits. 
There was a good chance that 
Carter will spend the coming 
weekend at Camp David, Md. It 
would be his first trip to the 
presidential retreat in Western 
Maryland

The 
new table is geared to taxable 
income. There is a vast dif­ 
ference in the dollars involved, 
and two steps must be taken in 
getting from gross to taxable 
income. 
First the deductions — either 
itemized or percentage stan­ 
dard — must be taken from 
gross. Then 
the 
personal 
exemptions — $750 for each 
person listed on the return — 
must next be subtracted. 
What rem ains is taxable 
income. And NOW is the time to 
refer to that Tax Table. 
The IRS computer should 
correct the error and return the 
extra payment, but why go out 
and borrow the money to pay 
that extra tax when you don’t 
have to? 
IRS also points out that 
spending a little time reading 
instructions could also help.

He’ll Come Out 


Reports of the return to public life of Richard 
Nixon will, it is hoped, prove to be greatly 
exaggerated. 
The Republicans need him like they need to 
lose another dozen seats in Congress. The 
country needs him ike it needs another Russian 
wheat deal. 


There is, to be sure, little prospect that Nixon 
will ever again seek or hold elective office, or 
ever again exercise any influence in the 
so grievously wounded. But a number of friends 
of the disgraced president have been dropping 
hints that he may make at least a limited 
comeback. 
. 
Kansas Sen Robert Dole, for instance, who 
was President Ford's running mate, suggests 
that Nixon might find some acceptable role in 
the field of foreign affairs because even his 
adversaries admit that “he did a lot of good in 
this area .” 


But it is hard to imagine Jimmy Carter em ­ 
ploying Nixon’s services, even though he did 
invite the former president to the inauguration 
as a protocol courtesy. 
According to other sources, Nixon is setting 
great store by a series of four 90-minute 
television interviews with David Frost that are 
to be aired this spring He believes the public is 
ready to put the “mistakes” he made in per­ 
spective and to listen to his side of the Watergate 
story. 
Yet he had plenty of opportunities to tell his 
side of the storv while he was still president. but 


chose instead to continue to try to con the 
American people Can the public, which is still 
recovering from Watergate, swallow six more 
hours of Nixon on television, even if it will be 
rerun time? 
Then there is Mr. Nixon’s book, which he has 
been working on since he went into exile at San 
Clemente and which is scheduled to be published 
next fall, with earlier serialization in the New 
York Times — the same newspaper he tried to 
prevent from publishing the Pentagon Papers. 
“It's inevitable he’s going to come out at some 
time.” says Rep. Charles Wiggins of California, 
one of Nixon’s faithful-to-the-end defenders on 
the House Judiciary Committee during the 1974 
impeachment hearings “I don’t expect him to 
remain a recluse.” 
Neither does 
anyone else. 
Neither, 
un­ 
fortunately, do many people expect anything 
resembling true penitence from Mr. Nixon, or 
look for anything but the same self-serving 
statements that characterized his last dismal 
days in office. 
If Richard Nixon does return to public life, it 
will be on the order of the late Duke of Windsor, 
another pathetic and useless figure whose 
comings and goings were solely of curiosity 
value. Or like the Russian emigree nobility who 
inhabited the social salons of Europe after the 
revolution. 
They, too, had their little circles of retainers 
and admirers. They, too, dream t of past days of 
glory. And they, too, were never able to admit 
they did anything to deserve their fate. 
Modern-Day Dinosaur 


A sight to gladden the eye of any Arab sheik is 
the “world's longest car,” shown at the Greater 
New York Automobile Show in New York City. 
The specially designed Cadillac limousine is 26 
feet, 9 inches long, took a crew of more than 100 
men and women 18 months to build, and contains 
two L-shaped sofas, a stereo system with six 
speakers and tape deck, two refrigerators, bar, 
intercom network, overhead air-conditioning 
and three telephones — but only one TV set. 
The car’s electrical 
system uses 
three 
separate batteries. Three anti theft devices 


automatically dial the police. The fuel tank holds 
43 gallons of gasoline, but no one is saying how 
many miles that would get you. 
This is what George Rommey, the compact car 
pioneer, would have called a real gas-guzzling 
dinosaur. The description is even more apt 
today. 
An automotive monster like this is about as 
viable in today’s energy-conscious environment 
as the reptile behemoths that once ruled the 
earth. Like their big bones on display in the 
museums, it’s a curiosity to ooh and aah over, 
but nothing you’d want to have in your garage. 
Last Thing I Want To Do 


It was an average day. The 
laundry host busted and we had 
a foot of suds in the back hail. 
The dog chewed one black shoe. 
My wife was giving me the 
sifent treatment Arthritis was 
bending my fingers like God­ 
zilla’s. The rain was cold. 
Average. I needed a smile. 
Something bright and lilting, 
like a quart of whiskey. 
Instead. I read Gerald Storch’s 
article in the Miami Herald 
about those luxurious con­ 
dominiums for the dead. Some 
call them mausoleums, but the 
word is archaic, like honesty 
and virtue and similar relics 


The last time I visited such a 
condo was in California, where 
the movie stars never die; they 
sleep under huge sunbursts and 
stereo music. The guy in charge 
of the music hasn’t had a 
request in 30 years. 
Mr. Storch feels we’re using 
too much real estate planting 
people. In the future, most of us 
are going to be six feet up, 
rather than down. All of which 
lifted my mood off the cellar 
floor and left it hanging off the 
beams. 


Last on the List 
An executive of a memorial 
park says that the move to file 
us above ground is an “appeal 
to the masses, mainly from a 
conservation 
standpoint.’’ 
When I go, pal, conservation is 
going to be on the bottom of my 
list of things to worry about. 
The things I do not know 
about dying are absolutely 
stunning. “For one thing, a 
mausoleum 
strikes 
many 
people as a more attractive, 
clean method of dispostion.” 
What’s clean? They’re going to 
sanitize me? Besides, I don’t 
want to be disposed of. Which 


reminds me. I know what she’s 
mad about. The garbage ... 
“When you go in that place,” 
a lady says, “it’s beautiful. 
They have music. It’s a better 
feeling You won’t mind going 
there when you have to go.” 
Madame, I mind. I have no 
plans to go anywhere where I 
am not vertical and laughing If 
you like the music, you go. Ask 
the condo owner if I can get 
something off the retail price if 
I promise never to listen to the 
lively tunes. 
He says, "We’ve had many 
school children come in on 
tours. Their first experience 
with death is pleasant and 
exciting and they're learning 
new things.” I have a mental oil 
painting of my girls coming 
home begging, “Oh, daddy. Can 
I go? Pretty please?” 
When my kids go, it’s going to 
be in the calm manner of their 
old man:

Rebels Want Some Action 


WASHINGTON 
— 
With 
variations on the earthiness 
and sensationalism of the 
theme, Sadlowskiism is here to 
stay. 
It was inevitable. During the 
past 90 years the politically and 
industrially powerful American 
Federation erf Labor (AFL) has 
had only three presidents — the 
cigarmaker, Sam Gompers. of 
Jewish faith, the deacon-like 
William Green, a Protestant, 
and the unflappable George 
Meany, a Catholic. (Of course, 
some academic purist will rush 
in with — what about coal- 
digger John McBride, the one- 
year AFL president in 1895? 
Okay, make it four presidents.) 
And in these past 90 years the 
AFL dumped the teamsters, 
absorbed the 20-year-old CIO 
and was abandoned by the late 
Walter Reuther’s United Auto 
Workers. 
So, because old labor leaders 
rarely fade away, Sadlowski­ 
ism was as certain as a Carter 
grin. 
Sooner or later, and as the 
work 
force grows 
younger, 
more black, more Hispanic, 
more female, the older leaders 
will be swept aside in the labor 
movement’s national circles in 
general and in key affiliated 
unions specifically. 
More than century-old lead­ 
ership is involved. There are 
militants of various statesm an­ 
ship and stridency who want a 
piece erf the action. 
Some of them want it because 
they are oriented towards the 
21st century rather than the 
pre-airplane Mauve Decade. 
Some are 
middle-aged and 
want to test theories of vast 
organizing drives before old 
age settles them into retire­ 
ment. Some want it because 
they are left-of-center or “pro­ 
gressive.” Their audacity, ir­ 
reverence 
and 
instinctive 
iconoclasm 
propels 
them 
towards the swivel chairs of na­ 
tional power all along Pennsyl­ 
vania Avenue from the Hill to 
the White House. 
Just under the surface of the 
national 
AFL-CIO 
topside 
echelon there’s what, in quieter 
times, one would describe as 
rebellion. More than a third of 
the AFL-CIO high command 
Executive Council, which will 
meet officially on Feb. 21 in Bal 
Harbour, Fla., is made up of 
lame ducks. Or men who’ve 
quietly passed word they want 
to retire. Some of them are 
weary of Washington. Others 
are in their 70s and really want 
to quit. Some of them are just 
not well. 
ANI) ANALYZE the national 
board of the unaffiliated United 
Auto Workers, which its next 
president, 60-year-old Doug 
Fraser, will lead back into the 
AFLCIO this December. Some 
40 per cent of the UAW’s execu­ 
tive board must soon retire 
This is pretty much true of 
many national unions. 
So while we don’t really know 
who the future Sadlowskis mav 


be, we do know what their 
prizes will be. Just look at the 
auto workers union. It has 
begun to crack the sunbelt’s 
non-union front because it was 
sufficiently powerful to force 
G eneral Motors to sign a 
“neutrality” clause. No such 
compact exists anywhere in the 
free world. 
Further, the UAW now has 
ample scores of millions of 
dollars to strike hard and long 
wherever it wishe«'. In its strike 
fund today is ov 
150 million. 
By next national 
tract time, 
in 1979, the fund 
ill rocket to 
over $325 million. 
That’s quite a prize. That’s a 
war chest which any militant 
could use in a drive for a real 
four-day week, a 32-hour week 
at 40 hours pay, a lifetime job 
guarantee. And many more 
tassled fringes now in the closet 
from which this union has 
pulled such startling innova­ 
tions as full health coverage for 
worker and family and the Co6t 
of Living Allowance (COLA). 
And in five years incoming 
president Doug Fraser will 
have to retire. So will many of 
his high command colleagues. 
Who will take over? 


IN THE NATIONAL AFL- 
CIO, for the moment, this ques­ 
tion isn’t too difficult to answer 
when seeking to identify power 
groups eager to move in on the 
vacuum the 82-year-old presi­ 
dent Meany will leave, prob­ 
ably by the end of 1977. 
No one is pushing Meany, not 
even nudging him. But the new 
militants just aren’t about to 
accept his heir-apparent, na­ 


tional secretary-treasurer Lane 
K irkland, as anything but 
president in name only. If that. 
It’s a powerful bloc. Nothing 
formal. But its leaders have 
“conversations.” Doug Fraser 
often 
"talks” 
with one or 
another of the loose alliance. 
One of them is Municipal Em ­ 
ployees’ leader Jerry Wurf. 
Someone has dubbed him 
“Dynamism, Inc.” Another is 
the sw ift-talking incoming 
International Assn. of M a­ 
chinists’ 
president 
Bill 
(Wimpy) Winpisinger. Another 
is the soft-sell Glenn Watts of 
the Communications Workers. 
Between 
them 
and 
some 
smaller unions they could be 
reasonably reported as coales­ 
cing some six million unionists. 
They aren’t the Sadlowskis. 
They’re men of power in their 
own right. But as they move 
into the upper vacuum 
of 
power, the neo-Sadlowskis of 
our industrial labor world will 
try to rush in close behind 
them. 
The W urfs, W inpisingers, 
Frasers, et al., see themselves 
as the future. They will con­ 
front other national leaders. 
But breathing down, or up, at 
them will be the new rebels, 
eager to take over the politi­ 
cally, industrially and finan­ 
cially powerful 
movem ent

Freedom, who are positioning 
themselves to some day fill the 
shoes 
of 
Goldwater 
and 
Reagan. But their time has not 
yet come. 
When ideologues on either 
side of the political spectrum 
gather, there are always issues. 
But the conservative platter 
these days is filled with such 
leftovers as gun control, abor­ 
tion, the equal rights amend­ 
ment, the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration and 
the death penalty. None has 
proven appetizing enough to 
lure an electoral majority to the 
banquet table. 
The most obvious symptom of 
the conservatives’ plight is 
their inability to agree upon a 
political home. For many, in­ 
cluding Reagan, the preferred 
course is to work within the Re­ 
publican party. 
BUT OTHER NOTABLES, 
including William A. Rusher, 
publisher of the National 
Review, firmly believe the GOP 
is on its way to extinction and 


argue vigorously for establish­ 
ment of a new third party. 
And Richard A Viguerie, the 
right wing’s mailing list im- 
pressario who cut his ties with 
the Republicans when he 
agreed to run the direct mail 
fund-raising campaign for Ala­ 
bama’s Democratic governor, 
George C. Wallace, in the 1976 
presidential campaign, is pro­ 
moting the notion of backing 
conservatives in Democratic 
primaries. 
That lack of direction was 
vividly reflected in a question­ 
naire 
distributed 
to 
par­ 
ticipants at the conference. The 
first question asked whether 
conservatives should turn their 
energies toward the Demo­ 
cratic party, “revive the Re­ 
publican party” or form a new 
party. 
For those who chose the GOP, 
there was a choice of no fewer 
than 11 possible new names, 
including Conservative Re­ 
publican, Conservative, Con­ 
s e r v a t i v e 
Indepe ndent , 
Independent, 
Independent 
Republican, 
Independence, 
Liberty, Freedom and Demo­ 
cratic Freedom. 
But only last month, con­ 
servatives who chose to remain 
within the GOP flopped badly 
when they tried to capture the 
chairmanship 
of 
the 
Republican National Commit­ 
tee with an obscure candidate, 
Richard Richards, the Utah 
state Republican chairman. 
"His name was hardly a 
household word,” admitted one 
rueful supporter. For him and 
other conservatives, a political 
comeback may indeed be in the 
offing but this is truly the 
winter of their discontent.

The birthdays 
of Washington, Lincoln and 
Harrison would be relocated by 
appointment of the president of 
the Senate and the speaker of 
the House. Valentine’s Day 
would fall on May 14. It sounds 
too good to be true. 
THE EFFECT of all this 
would be to give the country a 
running start on spring. Right 
after January, we’d be into 
March — and March is a month 
we can live with. March has a 
good name. It comes highly 
recommended. People rarely 
speak a harsh word about 
March. How much snow do they 
get in Buffalo in March? A durn 
sight less than they get in 
Buffalo in February, that’s for 
sure. 
Here 
in 
Rappahannock 
County, Va., up in the Blue 
Ridge Mountains, we haven’t 
had anything approaching the 
hardships of Buffalo, Cincinnati 
and Fargo, but it has been 
m iserable 
all 
the 
sam e. 
Ordinarily, we get a few inches 
of Christmas card snow, and I 
write a pretty country piece 
about the pines in ermine and 
the fields vanilla frosted, and 
then the snow politely goes 
away. This year the snow has 
hung around like a bad case of 


sniffles. The water pump froze,:* 
a pipe burst, the tractor* 
congealed and wouldn’t start.. 
The birds have been learning to ; 
ice-skate, but their hearts 
aren’t in it. 
There is nothing good to be 
said of February. The month is 
beyond redemption. It is dark 
in the mornings and dark in the 
afternoons. The firewood gets 
wet and the kindling won’t 
ignite. The collies won’t stay in* 
and they won’t stay out. For 
three weeks the collies tracked 
in snow. Then we had a two-dav 
thaw, and they tracked in mud. 
AT LEAST the electric power 
hasn’t gone blooey — it hasn’t 
gone blooey so far — but that’s 
the best thing that can be said 
for electric power. The electric 
bills are horrendous. In our 
neck of the woods, eveybody 
knows what Mr. Carter can do 
with his $50 rebates. He can 
send 
’em 
to the Northern 
P i e d m o n t 
E l e c t r i c 
Cooperative, Box 352, Culpeper, 
Va. Or to Mr. Alvey at Pyrofax 
Gas. Or to the fuel oil folks. 
You wouldn’t believe the 
firewood situation. The wood 
dealers have become the 
merchant princes of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. They consult 
with customers by appointment 
only. A few years ago, you 
could get an honest cord of 
wood for $20. Now, as a favor, 
they offer a pickup load for a 
hundred bucks. A hundred 
bucks! That was the price one 
of these green-oak tycoons 
quoted my wife, and he wasn’t 
especially eager to sell it here 
in 
Rappahannock. 
In 
the 
Maryland and Virginia suburbs 
of Washington, these country 
capitalists 
are 
hawking 
firewood door to door at 50 
cents a log. 
There is but one thing to do, 
and I’m doing it. I am taking 
two 
weeks’ 
vacation ana 
heading for Savannah, 
Sea 
Pines and New Orleans. The 
immediate consequence will be 
a warming trend in Rappahan­ 
nock County, temperatures in 
the 60s, crocus on the lawn, and 
bluebirds on the wing. The 
cherry trees will start to bud in 
Washington, and the Moynihan 
bill will die in committee. When 
I get back, February will be 
gone. Believe me, it won’t be 
missed.

DEAR DR LAMB - I want 
to start taking vitamins and 
wondered if you could tell me 
how many grams of what 
vitamins I should take and 
when. Should I gradually get 
into this or can I take them 
right away9 
DEAR REA D ER — You are 
already into vitamins if you 
are eating 
A normal well 
balanced diet includes all the 
vitamins and minerals you 
should need for health if you 
have no medical problems 
Most vitamin preparations 
have a label which lists the 
Recommended Daily Dietary 
Allowances (RDA) and the 
amount in the preparation. 
However, I am sending you 
The Health Letter number 4-6 
that provides a table of all this 
information for different age 
groups as prepared by the 
Food and Nutrition Board of 
the National Academy of 
Sciences. As you will see, 
v ita m in s 
are 
u s u a lly 
m easu red 
in 
un its or 
milligrams. Others who want 
information on vitamins can 
send 50 cents with a long, 
stamped, 
self-addressed 
envelope for mailing. Write to 
me in care of this newspaper, 
P O Box 1551, Radio City Sta­ 
tion, New York. NY 10019. 
I do not disapprove of peo­ 
ple taking an all purpose daily 
vitamin preparation — one 
with iron for women in the 
child-bearing years — if there 
is any question of whether or 
not their diet is adequate 
However, it is probably best 
to get one’s vitamins from a 
well balanced diet that in­ 
cludes enough of all the 
different food groups to 
p ro v id e the d a ily r e ­ 
quirements. 
People who live alone, those 
on diets, and those who have 
illnesses or poor eating habits 
may benefit from a daily 
vitamin tablet. Taking large 
amounts of vitamins above 
the RDA can cause trouble 
and anyone who needs large 
doses of medicine for a 
medical problem should be 


under a doctor's care. 
DEAR DR LAMB - I have 
a physical problem that is 
somewhat embarassing to 
relate. I m 34 and 1 have in­ 
voluntary erections which 
have occurred nightly for over 
two years 
This has become distressing 
to me. I have seen a psy­ 
chiatrist who found me okay 
and a urologist. He gave me 
an X ray of my kidneys after 
dye injection, checked me and 
said he didn’t think I needed a 
cystoscopic examination and 
that I was okay. 
I really am perplexed and 
needless to say am tired most 
m ornings due to being 
awakened one or two times 
nightly with this. 
Have you heard of this 
before and what should I do 
next? 
D EAR R E A D E R - Re­ 
joice! There is not a thing 
wrong with you. Every nor­ 
mal male has the same reac­ 
tion. If they don’t, there is 
something wrong with them. 
An erection occurs in 
response 
to 
b rain 
mechanisms. 
They occur 
regularly many times each 
night during sleep and are 
related to the periods in a 
brain wave that identify 
“ rapid eye m ovem ent” 
(REM ). These responses even 
occur in the uterus in the un­ 
born male child. 
Your letter is a good exam­ 
ple of why people need educa­ 
tion on normal sexual function 
and responses. You have 
worried needlessly about a 
response that is as normal as 
breathing. The only abnormal 
thing about it is your preoc­ 
cupation about it. If learning 
that this is the normal 
pattern, usually many times a 
night for the normal male, 
doesn’t relieve your anxiety, 
then you have a psychological 
hang up and that might need 
further 
investigation. 
But 
your response that you say 
you are worried about is quite 
normal.

WASHINGTON (U PI) — The 
United Steelworkers tried un­ 
successfully to discourage pub­ 
lication of a government report 
portraying steelworkers as the 
nation’s highest paid industrial 
workers, according to union 
officials. 
The 
forecast 
report 
on 
collective bargaining in 1977 
was published by the Council on 
Wage and Price Stability just 
before the opening of talks 
Monday in the basic steel in­ 
dustry. 
The report noted that steel­ 
workers currently earn more 


than the average worker, and 
even more than workers in the 
automobile industry. The aver­ 
age steelworker earns about $8 
an hour. 
Union officials supplied re­ 
porters with a copy of a letter 
written last Jan. 20 by Otis 
Brubaker, 
union 
research 
director, asking the Council On 
Wage and Price Stablility to 
“ forget” the report. 
Brubaker was obviously re­ 
sponding to a preliminary draft 
copy. It was not known whether 
the report was revised after his 
letter was received.

“ When I saw ‘Roots,’” Jessie L. 
Coulter told his lawyer, “ I just 
couldn’t help myself." 
The impact of the television 
program “ Roots,” about a 
black American tracing his 
ancestors through slavery all 
the way to Africa, triggered 
Coulter’s search for a long-lost 
son. 
But Coulter’s trek took the 
form of holding eight terrified 
persons hostage for 15 hours 
last weekend as he demanded 
information about his son. 
Today, the 42-year old native of 
Detroit and his ex-wife were 
held under $1 million bond 
apiece, each charged with 
kidnaping. 
Coulter’s search for his 
“ roots” 
took 
him 
to the 
Catherine Booth Home for 
unwed mothers, where his son 
was born Oct. 16, 1957, but was 
immediately put up for adop­ 
tion. 
“ Finding his son apparently 
was on his mind for the past 20 
years, but the fuse that lit the 
dynamite was ‘Roots,’” said 
Coulter’s attorney, Eugene 
Smith. “ He told me, ‘When I 
saw ‘Roots,’ I just couldn’t help 
myself.’” 
Said Coulter in a copyrighted 
interview 
in 
the Cincinnati 
Post, “ It was like a spiritual 
awakening when I saw this 
picture, ‘Roots.’” 
“ Jessie told me 
‘Roots’ 
bugged him about his (missing) 
son,” said Smith. “ So, he got 
his ex-wife and his sawed-off 
shotgun and acted under the 
compulsion to try to get his 
family put back together. 
“ He saw on TV that ‘Chicken 
George’ 
(a 
character 
in 
‘Roots’) was getting his family 
back together and he decided to 
do the same,” added Smith. 


"All he had on his mind was to 
come to Cincinnati. 
“ For the past 20 years he 
never forgave his wife for 
giving his son away. He said he 
never signed for the adoption. 
He and his wife have been 
married and divorced twice.” 
Although Coulter’s ex-wife 
also was charged with kid­ 
naping, Smith said the couple 
contends she was not an ac­ 
complice. But, the prosecution 
insists she aided her former 
husband. 
“ Our investigation reveals 
she participated in it, based on 
our interviews with witnesses 
(hostages),” a prosecutor said 
Monday. 
Criminal Court Judge Hohn 
H. Ranz told 
the couple, 
"People in this area don’t have 
to tolerate this type of ac­ 
tivity,” and set bond at $1 
million each and continued the 
case until Friday.

was contained in reserves 
under Ohio’s portion of Lake 
Erie.

Vance Departs 
On Middle East 
Peace Mission 
LAJES, The Azores (UPI) — 
Secretary of State Gyrus Vance 
made a refueling stop here 
today en route to the Middle 
East in search of a new vision of 
peace for the troubled region. 
Vance, wearing a felt hat, 
told 
reporters as 
he 
left 
Andrews Air Force Base in 
suburban Washington he hoped 
to learn the views of Miadle 
East leaders and return to 
Washington with some kind of 
new vision of a negotiating 
process that will yield enduring 
peace. 
After meeting briefly with 
Portuguese officials during a 
refueling stop, Vance was due 
to arrive in Israel later today on 
the first stop of a six-nation 
tour. 
Officials aboard the Vance 
plane said he will seek views of 
Arab and Israeli leaders on new 
ways to overcome the impasse 
on Palestinian representation 
at the Geneva conference. 
The Arabs say they will insist 
on some kind of presence for 
the Palestinian Liberation Or­ 
ganization, while the Israelis 
say they will not accept any 
s e p a r a t e 
P a l e s t i n i a n 
delegation 
Hours before Vance left 
Washington, a retired Israeli 
army general who has had 
unofficial talks with the PLO 
forecast 
“a 
positive 
new 
development” on PLO recogni­ 
tion 
of 
Israel 
“if 
we 
do 
something to encourage it.” 
Matti 
Peled told 
a 
news 
conference he had “convincing 
signals” of the breakthrough. 
Vance said on his departure 
he was flying to the Middle East 
because 
President 
Carter 
believes “the opportunity may 
now exist for us to make some 
progress” toward a “just and 
lasting peace.” 


O fficials aboard V ance’s 
plane cited a variety of issues 
stalling negotiations, including 
the size and dimensions of a 
Palestinian state — an issue 
Vance has said must be settled 
"by the parties in the area.” 
Leaders also will be asked for 
ideas on the timing and the 
format of the Geneva conferen­ 
ce. Officials aboard the plane 
suggested several possibilities, 
including a preliminary unoffi­ 
cial conference or a cluster of 
working groups finally com- 
ming together in a final peace 
conference.
